He also said that an inspector has 
been sent to Toledo to investigate 
a report that another 425 OOO pounds 
of meat are spoiled there. 
Stillm an's disclosure of a general 
investigation ol the meat canning 
division of Hie surplus commodities 
division of the state relief adminis­ 
tration came atter a grand jury here 
took up charges that business firms 
beking relief contracts were “ shak­ 
en down" for $8,000 bv Governor 
Davey’s campaign committee. 
Stillm an said that none of the 
spoiled meat had been distributed 
to Ohio relief clients.
